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The specimens referred to in the following* notes were kindly sub- 
mitted by the authorities of the Costa Rica Xational ^fuseum, through 
Mr. George K. Cherrie, the ornithologist of that establishment. 

1. Rhodinocichla rosea (Less.). 

An adult female from Buenos Aires (Ao. 3bG0, Museo Aacional de 
Costa Riea, March 13, 1892, George K. ( Tierrie), is similai* to 03900, U. S. 
National Museum, from Panama (J. McLeannan) ; but owingto itsfresher 
condition the colors are rather purer, particularly the dark slate-color 
of the upper parts, which becomes browner with age. Its measure- 
ments are as follows: Length (skin), 0.00; wing, 3.20; tail, 3.15; ex- 
posed ciilmeu, 0.79; tarsus, 1.07; middle toe, 0.72. 

2. Microcerculus lusciiiia 8alv. 

An adult female from Burica, Costa Rica (No. 2593, 31useo Nacional 
de Costa Rica, December 15, 1891, George K. Cherrie), is similar to No. 
53901, U. S. National Museum, from Panama (J, ^IcLeannau), l)ut dif- 
fers in the following i)articulars: There are no dusky terminal mar- 

gins to the feathers of the u])per surface; the innermost greater wing- 
coverts, on the other hand, have indistinct blackish tips; the general 
color of the wings, particularly the reiniges, is api)reciably darker; 
the middle portion of the lower breast and belly is much paler, inclin- 
ing to dull brownish white, slightly tinged with rusty, each feather 
showing a central irregular (usually V-shaped) mark of dark grayish; 
the sides are more strongly tinged with raw-nmber or tawny-olive. 
Length (skin ), 4.00; wing, 2.15; tail, 0.87; exi)osed culmen, O.CO; tar- 
sus, 0.87 ; middle toe, 0.00. 

Some of the difterences of coloration, as for example the darker hue 
of the wings and tail, and the stronger rusty tinge on sides, are doubt- 
less due to the fresher condition of the plumage. 

3. Buthraupis caeruleigularis Clierrit*, sp. iiov. 

Sp. char. — Similar to i>. umci Scl. and Salv., but larger, sides and 
hanks extensivel}" and uniformly bluish dusk}", and chin and throat 
dull indigo-blue, scarcely darker than top of head.

August 4,1892; Castro y Fonnualez) : Head (all round), hind 
neck, sides of neck, entire np]ier parts, sides, and Hanks, uniform dull 
indigo blue, the huger Aving-eovei ts, reniiges, and reetriees, however, 
dull black except on (‘dges; chest and br<‘ast (except laterally), belly, 
anal region, and under tail-coviuts bright yellow, changing gradually 
from ri(di Indian-yellow on the (du‘st to leinon yellow on the under tail- 
coverts; axillars canary-yellow; nnd<T wing-coverts mixed primrose- 
yellow and white; inner Avebs of reiniges dull brownish gray, paler on 
edges, these becoming whitish toward base of ciuills; thighs uniform 
dusky indigo-blue. Bill entirely black; legs dusky horn-color; feet 
dull blackish. Length (skin), about 5.G0 (tail imp(ufect) ; wing, d.42; 
exi)Osed culiinm, O.GO; depth of bill at base, 0.25; tarsus, 0.85; middle 
toe, 0.00. 

]\Ir. Cherrie s<‘nt an excellent d(‘scription of this bird, but it has 
unfortunately been mislaid and 1 hav(‘ therefore be(ui obliged to pre- 
pare a new one. 

Although a])j)are7itly very diOerent from 7>. arc(vi Scl. and Salv. in 
tlie extensively and unifoiinly dusky sides and Hanks, it is so closely 
similar in otluw features of coloration that T strongly suspect it may 
only represent an extrenu* Amriation of that species. At any rate, addi- 
tional specimens Avill be necessary to establish its validity. 

4. Tachyphonus rubrifrons T.awr. 

Although ])r. Sclater considers this.to be the female of T. .vanihopy- 
yius, two of the tlu'ce specimens now before me are marked as males 
l)y their collectors (.1. Cai niiol and X. Carranza). 

The pair collected by Sehor Carranza (Nos. 7108 and 7109, ^luseo 
Naeional de Costa Bica, R(‘ventazbn, Costa Rica, February 24, 1892), are 
almost exactly alike, and both vm y similar to Xo. 47454, F. S. Xational 
]Uuseum, c(dlected at Angostura, Costa Rica, January 8, 1807, by J. 
(birmiol. The tAvo males differ from the female in the much stronger 
yellow tinge to the under tail-covei'ts, some of the middle feathers 
being, in fact, almost i)ure yellow, but no other difbu ence of coloration 
is observable. The Carranza male differs from the Carmiol specimen 
in ImAung the chin and throat i)iir(‘r gray, and the chest strongly tinged 
Avith yelloAvish olivcx 

Ifi’cally referable to 7'. .vaufhopyyittH^ the ])liimage rei>resented by 
T. rubrifrons must, therefore, be that of the young male as well as the 
female. 

According to the collector, tin* iris is naldish and tin* bill and feet 
black in both sexes.

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Measurements of the tliree speciuKuis, together 'svitli a male of T. 
xanthopiiglus, are as follows: 

TACHYPnONUS XAXTIIOPVGR'S Sc'i.. 
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Should this bird prove to be distinct from T. xanihopijglm Sel.^ as I 
believe it will, we must, if the A. O. U. eanous of uoinenelature are 
adhered to, restore the name Tachyplwnm rnbrifrons Lawr., for which 
Mr. Lawrence substituted the name T. propinquus when he discovered 
that the red color on the forehead of the type specimen was an acci- 
dental stain. (See Canon xxxi, A. O. V, Code of Xomenclature.) 

5. Pachyrhamphus ornatus C'lierrie. (Proc. t^ 8 , Nat. Miis., xiv. No. 855, 1891, 338.) 

An apparently immature female belonging to the Museo Xacional de 
Costarica (Xo. 1472, San Jose, J. C. Zeledon), is much like the type 
(an adult female), but differs in having the back, etc., more grayish 
olive-green, which, instead of being quite the same hue from upper 
back to tail-coverts is much tinged posteriorly with light sandy brown 
or fulvous, this being especially marked on lower and ])Osterior vScapu- 
lars and longer upper tail -coverts; the pileum is lighter, rather russet 
than chestnut; the broad pale margins to wing-coverts and secondaries 
are much paler, those of the coverts being chiefly buff, those of second- 
aries pale olire-bulf ; the sides of the head are paler, and the upper 
throat is nearly Avliite, like chin. The white frontal mark is much less 
tinged with buff‘ near base of culmen; the black patcli covering nape 
and sides of occiput is less sharply defined and less intense black, and 
the adjacent color of hind neck is decidedly ])aler than the back, pro- 
ducing an indistinct collar. Length (skin), 5.50; wing, 2.85; tail, 2.20; 
exposed culmen, 0.42; tarsus, 0.70; middle toe, 0.45. 

6. Pachyrhamphus cinereiveiitris Scl. 

Four adult males in the collection of the Museo Xacional de Costa 
Eica are typical of this form, all having the whole back intense blue- 
black, without any gray across the hind neck. This is the case even 
in an immature male (same collection, Xo. 4432, ;May 1800), in which 
the greater part of the rump is olive, instead of slate-gray, and the 
wings largely in immature plumage. The shade of coloi* of undm’ 
parts is very unifoi'in (int(‘rmediate between slate-color and slate-gray)^ 
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some si)ceimens sbowinga Wuut transverse freckling' of a paler tint on 
the belly and other posterior portions. 

Two iininaturt^ females in th(‘ same collection differ fi om an adult 
(possibly a young male) in the (*olle(*tion of the W S. Xational Museum 
from Oreytown, Xicaragua (>»o. 40418, June 14, ISOo, II. E. Holland), 
in the darker and richer color of the u])])er ])arts. the ba(*k being olive- 
brown in contrast with the olive-color of h(*ad and neck; wing mark- 
ings rather deej)er, esjieciall}" the edges of secondaries: under parts 
considerably more richly colored, the prevailing hue being yellowish 
olive, clearing to olive-yellow on abdomen, under tail-coverts, etc., these 
parts in one spe(*imen (No. M4()5, Jimenez, August 12, JSSl), A. Alfaro) 
being almost (*anary y(‘llow,* while the yellow covers nearly the whole 
anterior portion of tin* under surfaci*. 

7. Platypsaris aglaiae obscurus IJidgw, (Proc. \ . S. Xjit. xiv, ISJU, 474.) 

An adult male (Xo. JIOD, Museo Xaeional de Costa Kica), obtaine<l 
at the same time and place with the type of I\ a, obscuniSy is similar in 
color to the type on upi>ei- jjarts, but is paler beneath, especially on 
the throat, where there is not the slightest indication of the dusky 
spotting, so conspicuous a featiiie in th(‘ type. In fact, the whole 
throat, especially its lower ]>ortion, is considerably paler than any other 
part of the lower surl‘a(‘e, except under tail-covei ts and anal region, 
the color being a pale, slightly brownisli, gray. Tin* av(‘rage hue of the 
under pai ts is very m^ai ly the same as in the type of I*, a, lijfpophfvusj 
and still more like another speidimui of that form (Xo. 120294, V, S. 
Xat. Mus.). From all the males of the latter form, howev(U\it may be 
distinguisluMl by the de(*i<ledly smaller size, large white spot at base of 
inner web of outer primary, and cori*(‘Si)ondingly more extended white 
l)atch covering the basal portion of other i)rimaries on the under sur- 
fa<*(‘. jMeasurements are as follows: Length (skin), O.oO; wing, 3.30; 
tail, 2.35; exposed culmen, 0.58; tai'sus, 0.82; middh* toe, 0.48. 

Two additional females Irom the same locality agr(‘C essentially with 
the one originally (b‘scrib(‘d, and ditler even moi'(‘ trom the La Ihdma 
specimen doubtfully referred to P. u. Jatirostris [cj\ Pro(*. F. S, Xat. 
Mus., XIV. 1891, ]). 474). Xo. 5410 (fiasco X^acioiral d(‘ (bsta l\i('a), 
Jimenez, February 7, 1891, has the uj)p(‘r ]>arts somewhat more intense 
ehestnut-rurous, with none of the grayish-brown tinge seen on tin* back 
of the tyiM‘ lcmal(‘; the black of th(‘ ])il(Mim, however, is slightly mixed 
with dull rusty brown. The under j)arts are rather dee])cr oeliraeeous 
than in tin* ty])c. L(*ngtli (skin), 0.00; wing, 3.;>0; tail, 2.45; (^x]) 0 S(‘d 
culnuui, 0.58; tarsus, 0.78. ^Mris black; bill and fc(*t, hoiai -color.’' 

Xo. 3101 (^lusco Xa(*ional d(^ Costa Kica), Jimenez, August 0, 1889, • 
A. Alfaro, is still de(‘per in <‘olor, the upper i>arts tending more de- 
cidedly toward (‘hestuut, and tin* lower suiface (piitc uniform, deep 

* 'riiis <‘xani])le is in»t sfxrd, and may lu‘ a yoimi»' male.

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()(*lirai‘eous-biifr, iiu'liniii^c t<> tjiwny aloii^ij;- sides. Tlier(‘ is no ndinix- 
ture of brown in tlic black of the pileuni. (skin), b.30; win^, 

3.40; tail, 2.58; exposed eulmen, 0.00; tarsus, 0.75. 

The three females of this form which are now on view agree in the much 
brighter or more eastaueous coloration of the upper parts, by which 
character they may be immediately separated from females of any 
other of the local forms of this species. In the clearness of this rusty 
coloring of the ui)per parts they come nearest 1\ «. latirosfris, in 
which, however, the color is very much paler, while the i)ileum is dull 
slate-color instead of glossy black. 

8. Sclerurus canigularis Kidgw. (Proc. U. 8. Nat. Miis., xip No. 762, February 5, 

1890, 24.) 

An immature female (No. 8281, Museo Nacional de Costa Rica, 
Buena Vista, Costa Rica, August 14, 1802, (Castro y Fernandez) is 
closely similar to the type of the species (an adult femal<‘), but has the 
upper parts rather more eastaueous and the chest a little less so. Its 
measurements are as follows: Length (skin), 5.70; wing, 3.40; tail, 
2.35; exposed eulmen, 0.80; tarsus, 0.88; middle toe, 0.72. 

This bird is (‘crtainly distinct, at least subspecitically, from A', al- 
higuUiris Scl. 

9. Scytalopus argentifrons Kidgw. (Proc. V. S. N.at. xiv, No. 869, 1891, 475.) 

Adidt male (Xo. (>37i), iMuseo Xacional de Costa. Rica, Volcan de 

Irazu, July 31, 1801): Forehead and anterior half of crown (back to 
a little past posterior angle of eyes), deli(*ate silvery gray or cinereous, 
this color extending backward laterally, above ear-coverts, to the 
hinder part of the occiput (terminating about half an inch from poste- 
rior angle of the ey<‘); loi*es and anterior portion of the forehead a 
little darker and browner gray; orbital region nearly bla(*k, especially 
above the eye; postocular streak, occiput, hind part of crown, hind 
neck, back, scaiuilars, and wing-coverts uniform slate-black; remiges 
and rectrices similar but slightly browner; rump and upper tail-coverts 
dark bister-brown, barred with blackish. Ear-coverts, malar region, 
chin, and throat slate-gray (slightly darker on the first), gradually 
deepening on sides of breast to dark slate-color, the sides and belly 
dark slate-color, with broad pale gray tips, these light tips still paler^ 
and less pure, gray on lower median portion of belly; flanks, anal 
region, and under tail-coverts dusky black, each feather broadly tipped 
with light russet or tawny-brown, i)roduciiig a heavily barred effect. 
Bill entirely deep black; legs and feet rather dark horn-color, the outer 
side of the former considerably darker. Leugfh (skin), 4.70; wing, 
2.00; tail, 1.55; eulmen (to base), 0,52; exj)osed eulmen, 0.43; tarsus, 
0.83; middle toe, 0.70. 

Tills specimen differs from the type and the example which accom- 
panied it (as described in these ^bProceedings,'’ Vol. xiv, pp. 475, 470), 
as follows: The frontal silvery patch is more extensive,* and exhibits

1 n redescl ibing this species as A. ru/o-maeiiI(iti(s^ 1 was not at the time 
aware of Mr. Salvin's previous name and description, my memoranda 
or i‘efer(*nces thereto having been somehow lost or mislaid. Since my 
attention has been called to the matter, 1 find there can be no (juestion 
that I have thus, by aecddent, added a synonym to the nomenclature 
of this species. 

Another adult male, from the same locality as the typ(‘, collected by 
]\Ir. Geo. K. ('herrie, duly 24, 1801, has been receiv(*d for examination. 
This examide (Xo. dS0.‘), ^Museo Xaidonal de Costa Pica) is almost 
exactly lik(* the ty])C, but differs in a few minor particulars, as follows: 
Along tlie sides of the occiput and acTOss its posterior portion, some of 
tlui feathers have one or botli webs mainl}" whitish, with black bars, 
jiroducing a much intcurupted series of irregular small whitish blotclu'S;

markings, and there is (‘veii less light sjiotting on tin* throat, where the 
gen(*ral color is an almost unbroken dusky black. Its measurements 
are as follows: Length (skin), 8.(r>; wing. ().30; tail, 4.85; its gradua- 
tion, 0.70; tarsus, 0.05; middle toe, 0.(i0.
